6. Claims 1-2 and 4-5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gaylord(US3 808 178). 

Gaylord discloses a polysiloxanylalkyl ester monomer having the structure 
described in col. 1, line 61 to col. 2, line 9, wherein the end of the 
polysiloxanylalkyl group can be a triphenylsiloxy group as exemplified in the 
structure described in col. 2, lines 48-50. 
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7. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Gaylord does not teach or fairly suggest the aromatic-based substituents 
recited in the instant claim.
